A TOURIST CENTRE FOR AIRMEN. 

Questioned as te the possibilities of Ireland 
as a tourist centre for private aeroplane 
owners as well as for companies running 
aerial trips, Sir Alan said that he saw ne 
reason why this should not take place. But 
enterprise and energy, national as well as in- 
dividual, were necessary. Let it be made a 
municipal responsibility, he said, that every 
city and towu of note in Ireland should have 
its own landing ground,with ordinary facilities, 
and then people would come to ‘‘see’’ Ireland. 
Roads were made for vars to run on, tracks 
for trains, and harbours for ships to 
berth in, so why not landing grounds 
for aeroplanes’ Otherwise how could they ' 
encourage flying. All that was needed was 
a large open field. . Hangars were not. a 
necessity. This would not cost much; it 
would probably mean the renting of the field 
only for the right for aeroplanes to land on it. 

It was realised, he admitted, that atmo- 
spheric conditions in these islands for a good 
part of the year were bad for flying. In 
other countries further south the conditions 
were so favourable that flying was a simple 
matter. 

Sir Alan smilingly admitted that if there 
were a sufficient number of aerodromes in 
Ireland, it would he an inducement to Ameri- 
cans to ‘ hustle’’ over and “see” Ireland 
in a day or two, 


A SUGGESTED AIR BASE. 

This ied up to possibility of establish- 
ing an air base at Queenstown for the con- 
venience of American, English and con- 
tinental business men, arriving at and 
departing from that pert, who had 
to get their business done m as short a time 
as possible.

All the men said that they knew 
nothing about them, but the witness was not 
asked. The witness then said, 'Í suppose 
you are putting me down with writing 
them,’’ and Mr. Braddle replied, “I am not 
putting you down with writing them, but you 
are an accessory ta them.” . The steward, 
O'Neill, said that if anyone had anything to 
say to speak out now, and the witness then 
said to him, “Is it not a fact that I saw you 
kissing Miss Nova in the office?” Both 
O'Neill and his master then assaulted him, 
and knocked him down. Later in the even- 
ing O'Neill and Mr. Braddle got him into. the 


statement. The witness did so under duress. 
Cross-examined, the witness stated that 
there were several other employés there when 
he signed the withdrawal. 
Mr. Braddle swore that he had trouble with 
the plaintiff in December last over the over- 
riding of a horse. He gave instructions to the 
steward to see that it did not happen again. 
When he made the allegation against his 
daughter in front of the workmen the wit- 
ness “saw red,” and caught him by the 
scruff of the neck, but did not strike him. 
Miss Nora 0’ Neill denied on oath that any 
familiarity with the steward ever took place. 
The Judge stated that these two actions 
had been brought, not for the purpose’ of re- 
dressing any grievance or for the purpose of 
establishing any cause of action, but entirely 
for ‘the purpose of venting ‘malice ‘against 
O'Neill and to a lesser extent against Mr. 
Braddle. He was satisfied that Craig himself 
Subsequently withdrew the charges that he 
had previously made, and that his action was 
a voluntary waiver of the complaint. He 
dismissed both actions.

RULES OF THE ROAD. 

Specified rules of the road, to be laid down 
by law, are proposed, and these, if passed, 
vill be of great benefit to users of the road, 
both pedestrian and vehicular, and pie a 
long way towards decreasing road accidents 
of all kinds. These rules cover the position of 
different types of vehicles—slow-moving, fast- 
moving, push cycles, horse-drawn cars—the 
slow-moving to travel well to the left within 
certain distances of the kerb, and the fast- 
moving traffic in the left centre. They pro- 
hibit the passing of vehicles at corners, and 
provide for the Siissistathon of speed at corners 
and cross-roads. 

Drastic provisions are made in both the 
English and Irish draft bills regarding 
omnibus services and the present methods 
employed by rival ‘bus companies in carrying 
out ** wasteful competition.’’

THE CASE OF MR. A. S. M. IMRIE.

Sitr,—With reference to an annouhcement 
headed ‘‘St. Aridrew’s College,” which 
appeared in your issue of the 2ist inst., 1 
shall feel obliged if you will kindly authorise 
following personal 


the publication of the 
statement. Sixteen yeats ago the number of 
upils in attendance at St. Andrew's College 
fel below 220, and the headmaster’s agree- 
ment, which was for five mm only, was 
allowed to lapse. Under t resent héad- 
master the attendafice rose 390, but 
recently, owing to causes over Which he had 
no control, the number of pupils has again 
fallen below 220, and, following the recon- 
struction referréd to in your issue of the 
Zist inst., his reement also has 
allowed to lapse. e has asked the trustees 
of the College and the new board of manage- 
ment for the appointment of an impartial 
committee of inquiry, but his request has 
not been granted. 

The point of publi¢ interest in connection 
with the foregoing is that in Northern 
Ireland a cértified er who coritinués to 
render full-time service in a school cannot be 
replaced by another appointment to the 
authorised staff without the approval of the 
Ministry of Education—such approval to be 
firen only for excepti reasons ¢.id riter 
ue consideration of all the circinstanees 
involved. A similar rule regarding fixity of 
tenure is urgently réquired in the Irish 
Free State. It does not seem right, and it 
is harmful to the cause of education, that 
after two years as a university demonstrator, 
six years as an assistant master in im nt 
secondary schools, ten years as aster 
of a department in the Royal Academical 
Institution, Belfast, and sixteen years as 
eadmaster of St. Andrew’s College, Dublin, 
a member of the teaching profession, who 
has discharged his duties conscientiously and 
efficiently, should suddenly, and without 
appeal, find himself without post, pension or

SERGEANT RETURNED FOR 
TRIAL. 


At a special Court in Londonderry last 
Saturday Sergeant William Crowe, Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, Victoria Barracks, Lon- 
donderry, was brought up on remand, charged 
with having, between the Ist Januaty last 
and the 12th inst., forged and uttered seven 
cheques on the ConstaBulary’s public account 
for Londonderry district, and obtained thereon 
the sum of £103 Os. 6d., the money of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, with intent to de- 
fraud. 

There was a further charge of gti. on or 
about the 13th inst., with intent to defraud 
arid décéive, forged and uttered certain 
entries in the Royal Ulster Constabulary bank 
passbook while it was in his possession. 

Witnesses were examined in connection with 
forihs which had passéd through the bank and 
a cheque for £7 4s. 3d. which had been cashed 
by a shopkeeper. 

District Inspector Cahill made a further de- 

ition in reference to the police account at 
he bank. The accused, he said, had in- 
structions from him to produce on the 12th of 
each month a reconcilement statement or 
hank certificate showing the balance at the 
bank on the last day of the previous month. 
Four forms were handed to him by Sergeant 
Crowe, representing the correct balance that 
should have been in the bank to the credit of 
the public account on the last day of No- 
vember, January, February, and March. The 
amounts shown agreed with the balances in 
the cash book. 

When District Inspector Cahill asked that 
the accused should be returned for trial, Mr. 
G. D. Scott, who appeared for the sergeant, 
applied for bail.

“ THE CRADLE SONG ” 
THE ABBEY THEATRE. 

Salvador de Madariaga says: '' The realistic 
element is the vivifying element in Spanish 
dramatic genius, a literary faculty which 
Spain possesses to a degree equalled only— 
not by England—but by the solitary genius 
of Shakespeare’’; and “ The Cradle Song” 
“by Martinez Sierra, produced last night it 
the Abbey Theatre for the Dublin Drama 
League by Jessie Hill-Tullock, aptly points the 
words of the great Spanish critic. 

The play deals with a community of nuns 
of an enclosed Order, and opens on the feast 
day of the Prioress, with the nuns assembled. 
The dialogue here adroitly reveals each nun’s 
individuality, and the play becomes at once 
intensely human and alive, despite what 
might have heen a monotonous environment, 
To the Prioress come gifts: a canary, flowers, 
and later the novices tremblingly answer the 
door-bell to find no one; but a basket is on 
the window-sill. It proves to be an infant, 
whose unhappy mother begs the holy women 
to care for it. This they. do, the convent 
doctor officially adopting the waif. 

The second act opens eighteen years later, 
with ‘‘Teresa,”” now a high-spirited girl, 
about to be married, Lovingly the nuns pre- 
pare her for her début into the world; and 
the dialogue again is deep with human in- 
sight, and lightened by epigrammatic sayings, 
mainly from the sharp-tongued Vicaress 
(ably played by Miss May Carey).: The lover, 
Antonio, interviews the nuns, to whom he 
owes his happiness, through the grated 
window; Teresa’s adopted father comes to 
bid her say goodbye to the nuns; she leaves, 
and the nans file out to prayers, leaving Sister 
Joanna of the Cross alone and desolate.

would do more damage to the country than 
could be repaired in ten years. On the 
other hand, if the country supported the 
small parties, none of which was in agree- 
ment with another in anything, they 
would be scrambling for the bone, and 
would do a lot of damage. 

“I do not see,” he declared, “any party 
to be taken seriously except Mr. de 
Valera’s party. That party has put up 
sufficient candidates to form a majority. 
The party of twenty candidates should not 
be taken seriously, and should not be re- 
turned, because rt only means that they 
would be in a position, perhaps, to do 
damage and to obstruct. They would not 
be in a position to do more by themselves. 
If you put in five or six small parties, and 
they joined together to make a Govern- 
ment, they would spend most of their 
time fighting among themselves, and 
would not be able to settle down to do 
the work of the country.” 


DANGER OF TROUBLE. 


I believe there is a danger, if the pre- 
sent Government. is turned out, that you 
may have a renewal of the:disturbances, 
because the fact that a few months ago 


you had a raid on Civic Guard barracks, 
and the shooting of some of the Guards 
and certain attacks on. soldiers, shows that 
there are still people who feel that if we 
had a weak Government they would start 
again and raise the old trouble. They 
would be encouraged by a weak Govern- 
ment, and the country could not afford it. 

“If you turn out the present Govern- 
ment the danger would come from the irre- 
gular party. There would be no danger 
from the members of the present Govern- 
ment, who would be re-elected, because 
we recognise that if the people are not 
satisfied with us they have every right 
to dismiss us; and our duty, if dismissed, 
is not to sulk or turn against the people, 
but to support and help whatever Govern- 
ment replaces us.” 

At Ballyocean the Minister referred to 
land annuities payable to Great Britain. 
He said that the payment of annuities 
started in June, 1923, and in September 
of the same year Professor Magennis 
joined the Government Party. ‘‘If he 
believed the things he now says about the 
land annuities,’’ commented the Minister, 
“it was not wise or honest of him to do 
what he had done, and I suggest that he 
does not believe the things he says.” 

The British Govrnment, he continued, 
did not make one penny out of the land 
annuities. It went to pay the interest on 
the Land Stock and Sinking Fund. 


FOOLISH TALK. 


It was as foolish to say that farmers 

should not pay these annuities as to say 
that they should have another round with 
the British Government. The English 
agreed to the Treaty because they hoped 
to have peace, and the man who said that 
the British ‘Government was basten to the 
ropes was a fool. The British Govern- 
ment, largely by itself, beat the great 
German Empire to the dust, and if any- 
one thought that Ireland. could have 
beaten England, they were foolish beyond 
measure. 
The Free State had the same liberty as 
Canada, Australia and South Africa. If 
they tried to send the British, bag and 
baggage, out of the country, they could 
not do it. The British Government had 
treated them, absolutely fairly and justly 
since the signing of the Treaty. There 
had been no whittling down of the terms of 
the Treaty, and there was no attempt made 
to give them léss real liberty than Canada 
or Australia had. “There was no inter- 
ference with them in any way. They had 
the country in their‘own hands, and: had 
as complete control of the twenty-six 
counties as they ‘would have if there was 
an Irish Republic. | 

They had their difficulties to face—great 
economic. difficulties—and those were not 
going to be cured by the starting of a new 
row with Great Britain. ‘The Anglo-Irish 
war would never have been carried on as 
it was only that the people of the country 
had made a fair amount of money during 
the European War. They were comfort- 
ably off, and were able to bear the strain 
of that war; but the country was not 
economically ‘able to bear the strain of 
any sort of another scrap now.

NERVOUS APPREHENSION.

PEKING, Sunday. 

Although General Chiang Kai-shek has 
ordered an anti-Communist campaign, 
despatches from Hankow indicate that 
foreign property is still being looted, as 
the Chinese are contemptuous of the 
Powers, believing that they “ill not take 
strong action. The nervous apprehension 
in Hankow is increasing owing to mob 
rule. 

As a counter-attempt against the sup- 
pression of the Canton Radicals by the 
suspension of the unions, the seamen have 
now struck work. Male and female Com- 
munists openly distribute posters urging 
the support of the Peasants’ Union, which 
is. rapidly gaining strength in all the 
occupied provinces. 

Although General Chiang Kai-shek has 
dismissed the Russian adviser, and has 
appointed Capon Capon-Wu as Foreign 
Minister, his retention of Eugene Chen in 
that capacity until the completion of the 
negotiations over Nanking is construed as 
evidence of his insecurity. 

The Nanking-Pukow artillery due] con- 
tinues, with heavy Chinese casualties in 
Nanking. 

UNEASINESS ON YELLOW RIVER. 

Uneasiness is felt along the north of the 
Yellow River, owing to the development 
of a triple campaign against Peking, in- 
cluding the revival of the Anfu clique,

REVIVAL OF REPORT.

PEKING, Sunday. 

The revival of the report of a plan to 
nominate. Marshal Chang Tso-lin for the 
Presidency of China is taken seriously by 
well-informed Chinese, who point out that 
Chang Tso-lin virtually controls eight of 
the provinces of China, and that public 
opinion is inclining to the view that a 
régime with Chang Tso-lin‘as President 
would prove the lesser evil in the long 
run, so long as the Nationalist cause is 
tainted with Bolshevism. 

The vernacular newspapers predict that 
the Chinese authorities will shortly take 
up the question of the entry of Foreign 
Legation guards into the Soviet Embassy 
compound on April 2ist, and they expect 
that the Protocol Powers will be informed 
that the Chinese Government has taken 
over the responsibility for looking after 
the Embassy premises, and that the 
Powers will accordingly be requested to 
withdraw their guards.

HOW AMUSEMENT 
‘TAX WAS PAID, - 


EVIDENCE AT PUBLIC 
ACCOUNTS INQUIRY. 
—— 


Following the publication in the Irish 
Times of Saturday last of a summary of 
the final report of the Free State Public 
Accounts Committee on the Appropriation 
Accounts of 1024-25, we publish to-day 
some extracts from the evidence tendered 
before the Committee. 

The evidence on which the Committee 
bases its recommendation that the pay- 
ment by the Dail of £7,500 for the 
Tailteann Games should be disallowed, as 
a charge upon that vote makes interest- 
ing reading. 

The Minister for Finance, when sub- 
mitting the vote for the advance as a loan 
to be repaid out of the receipts from the 
conduct of the games, informed the Dail 
in 1925 that the loan would not be secured 
by a deed of mortgage. The Postmaster- 
General, speaking on behalf of the Tail- 
tearin Council on the same occasion, 
said :—*‘ The present sum of £7,500 is a 
loun which is a first charge on the takings 
of the games, and is repayable with the 
addition of 5 per cent. interest.’’ The 
Council, he also mentioned, had the alter- 
native of securing the money from one ol 
the banks. 

The request for the loan had been 
pressed on the Minister for Finaice, be- 
cause the Council required money to pay 
current expenses until the opening of the 
the games in: August, 1924. “It is clear, 
therefore,’’ states the report of the Public 
Accounts Committee, “ that the grant 
was made by way of advance, to be repaid 
out of cash receipts at events which were 
to take place in August of the same year. 
The loan was not, in fact, made until 
November. The Committee concurs in the 
opinion of the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General, that ‘ the purpose for which the 
advance was granted by the Dail had 
lapsed when the payment was made,’ and 
recommends that the payment be dis. 
allowed as a charge upon the vote.’’ 


OVER-RULED BY THE MINISTER. 

Examined by the Committee on 19th 
May last, Mr. George McGrath, the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, having 
reviewed the circumstances in which the 
advance was’ made by the Dail, said that 
the position was that the money which the 
Games Council was in want of had been 
realised actually before the advance was 
made by the Exchequer, and the opinion 
of the Audit Office was put on record in a 
‘letter to the Secretary of the Finance De- 
partment. 

In the course of that communication, 
Mr. McGratlp stated :—' It seems to me, 
therefore, that if the conditions of the re- 
payment have passed, or do not now exist, 
the issue of the sum voted would be quite 
indefensible, and it would be the duty of 
‘the Audit Office to draw attention to it. 
Even if the substituted security or 
guarantee of repayment were now forth- 
coming, my view would be the same unless 
you first go to the Dail.’’ 

Asked by the Chairman (Mr. “Thomas 
Johnson, T.D.) of the Committee if he 
had anything to add, Mr. Brennan, the 
Finance Secretary, said that the considera- 
tions put forward by the Auditor-General 
had been submitted to the Minister of 
Finance when the direction for making 
the advance was given. “I took the 
opportunity yesterday,” added Mr. 
Brennan, “of consulting the Minister, in 
view of this meeting, as to whether there 
was anything further he wished me to 
lay before the Committee in regard to the 
matter, and he told me that he has no 
observations to make.” 

Chairman—As accounting officer, have 
you any observations to make?—Well, I 
suppose I should say that this is a 
case where I declined to pay that advance, 
and I was overruled by the Minister. 

Did you follow the usual procedure of 
getting instructions in writing?—Yes; I 
got directions in writing that the payment 
was to be made. 


LOAN STILL OUTSTANDING. 


Asked by the Chairman whether the 
loan had yet been repaid by the Council, 
Mr. Brennan replied—‘‘ No, sir; none of 
it has been paid. A letter was written re- 
questing repayment, but it did not pro- 
duce any useful result.’’ 

Writing to the Council in June, 1925, 
pointing out that the Minister.of Finance 
observed that the Council were in posses- 
sion of cash amounting to £537 and other 
assets of £857, and presuming that these 
resources were available for the discharge 
of the Council’s liability under the loan, 
the Ministry received a reply from the 
Director (Mr. J. J. Walsh), which, in 
effect, was that he regretted that at the 
present time “‘we cannot see our way to 
repay any of that advance.” 

Major Bryan Cooper asked Mr. Brennan 
if he could explain why no action was 
taken to recover “this debt due to the 
State,’ and the reply was—‘“ The matter 
was considered by the Minister, and up 
to the present time he has not directed 
that any action should be taken.”’ 

Mr. Hewat—I think the dominating fact 
is that Mr. Brennan is the accounting 
officer, but the matter has been taken out 
of his hands. 


NO ENTERTAINMENT TAX 
RETURNS. | 

With regard to the payment of enter- 
tainment tax on the Games, Mr. Brennan 
said that the Games Council declined to 
furnish the necessary ~ returns—or, in 
other words, did not comply with the 
demands of the Revenue Commissioners, 
who, as a result, formed their own. 
estimates (£3,000), which was paid direct 
from the Ministry of Finance to the 
Revenue Commissioners on behalf of the 
Council. 

Chairman—When the decision was made 
by the Minister that this advance should 
be made to the Council of the Aonach 
Tailteann, was he made aware of the fact 
that the Council had net taken any steps 
to comply with the requirements of the 
Revenue Commissioners in respect of 
entertainment tax or duty? 
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. EEFORTS$ TO RESCUE 


THE MISSISSIPPI 
FLOOD HAVOC. 
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From Our Own CongESPONDENT., . 
| MEMPHIS, TENNESSEE, 
acta eas Sunday. 

One hundred and fifty persons are now 
dead in the ever-widening flood in the 
Mississippi Valley. More than 100,000 
are homeless, and crowds of motor boats, 
aeroplanes and armies of workers are 
striving to rescue the thousands who are 
stranded’ on the levels, trees and house- 
tops. | 
Greenville, Mississippi, is in dire plight, 
22,000 already being evacuated, and the 
flood still is growing higher and higher. 
More than 2,000 more are sequestered on 
a small embankment at Knowltons land- 
ing, Arkansas. The latter are without 
shelter or food, and the landing is rapidly 
crumbling under the force of the rising 
flood. 

The small area of available landing 
ground available for the aeroplanes with 
food and the furious rush of the waters 
make the relief measures almost impos- 
sible. 

THE PRESIDENT ACTS. 

Meanwhile President Coolidge is rushing 
the Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Hoover, 
to. Memphis, to help Mr. Henry M. 
Baeaer, who has been named Relief 
Dictator by the Red Cross. Mr: Hoover 
is representing the Government, which is, 
lending the co-operation of the Navy and 
Army, the Department of Commerce, the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, the 
Health Bureau and the coastguards to 
save as many lives as possible and 
alleviate the suffering. 

More. than forty thousand motor craft 
on the Mississippi are being -“ com- 
mandeered ' to transport the thousands 
from the danger zone, as the flood crest 
moves southward, thus removing part of 
the danger from the North. Grave fears 
are felt for 100,000 people stil] in the zone 
of the spreading waters. 

In the village of Scott, Mississippi, 
several hundred refugees have been forced 
to take to the housetops, where they are 
clinging desperately a few feet above the 
rising flood, and suffering intensely from 
the persistent rain and cold. 


THE WORST EVER KNOWN. 

The situation is growing steadily worse 
ix all regions of the Mississippi Valley, 
and it now appears inevitable that this 
year’s flood will be the worst ever known 
on the Mississippi and its tributaries. 

Further North and in most parts of the 
Middle West the thermometer registers a 
temperature below the freezing point. 
Frost has damaged the wheat crops from 
Illinois as far south as the Ozark Belt, 
costing farmers more than two million 
dollars in losses. The heaviest sufferer 
from the loss of crops is Iowa, which is 
covered by five inches of snow. 

All the major streams in Arkansas are 
rising, and. levels continue to give way, 
despite the frantic efforts of thousands of 
workers to strengthen them. Governor 
Whitfield, of Mississippi, has requested 
the Federal Government. to send troops to 
aid in the emergency work, as well as in 
relieving the flood victims. 


MISSING WORKMEN, 

As yet there have been no further re- 
ports of the fate of the 200*workingmen 
who were swept into the river on Friday, 
when the embankment, which they were 
attempting to strengthen, north of New 
Orleans, disappeared under the rush of 
the water. It is generally believed that 
virtually all the men have been drowned. 

Mr. Harry A. Frankenfield, of the 
Government Meteorological Office at 
Washington, predicts that the present 
flood will be the largest on record—from 
the mouth of the Ohio River to New 
Orleans.

BRITISH INTERVENTION

The whole strength of the Italian 
diplomatists lies in their belief that Great 
Britain does not seriously desire to raise 
the affair at Geneva; and yet that is the 
only course she can pursue if Italy refuses 
conciliation.” 


ST. GEORGE’S DAY AT 
WINDSOR. 


KING AND QUEEN ATTEND 
SERVICE. 

The King and Queen and Prince Henry 
attended the five o’clock St. George’s Day 
Celebration Service at St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor Castle, yesterday afternoon. 
Their Majesties and Prince Henry and 
the members of the Royal Household 
walked from the grand quadrangle to the 
chapel, and were accompanied by Mr. 
Winston Churchill, the Bishop of 
Manchester and Lord Herschell. 

A keen wind was blowing, and rain was 
threatened, but hundreds had assembled 
near the Round Tower and along the road- 
way leading to the chapel when the Royal 
party passed. | 

The Mayor (Sir W. Carter) and the 
members of the Windsor Town Council 
attended in their robes, and the Military 
Knights of Windsor were present in full 
uniform. ‘ | 

The anthem was “ Fear Not, O Land ” 
(Goss), and the hymn, “ The Day Thou 
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In a leading article upon the Labour 
Charter of the Fascist Party in Italy, 


‘The Times remarks;—When the Charter 
| gets down to business it enumerates a 


number of the provisions described in our 
correspondent’s forecast two. months ago, 
but it does not contain the whole scheme 
so fully as did his description, The whole 
scheme, as he then made absolutely clear, 
is an attempt to place every part of this 
new organisation of the economic life of a 
great people under the unfettered and 
permanent control of the Fascist Govern- 
ment and its chief. The Charter’ declares 
that the scheme is to effect the concilia- 
tion of the opposing interests of employers 
and workers, and their subordination to 
the superior interests of production, on 
which, of course, the State is to pro- 
nounce. That is quite in accordance with 
Signor Mussolini’s theory. When the law 
was under discussion he was careful to 
declare that in its conception of 
capitalism Fascism was in direct conflict 
with Socialism, and that it fully recog- 
nised the important part that capitalism 
must play in the life of the nation. 

The subjugation of all the members of 
a business in a particular district who 
are employers to the recognised corpora- 
tion of employers, and that of all the 
workers, including home workers, to the 
recognised organisation of the workers, 
appear to be complete. Although these 
recognised ‘bodies need not contain more 
than 10 per cent. of those whose interests 
they are supposed to represent, these are 
the bodies to make collective contracts, 
and the contracts are binding, not only 
on themselves and on those who have 
chosen them, but upon all concerned in 
the business as employers and as em- 
ployed. Only the State, it is affirmed, can 
ascertain and control the phenomenon of 
employment and unemployment, which, it 
is rather obscurely declared, is a complex 
index of the conditions of production and 
labour. At every turn the hand of the 
State is firmly imposed. 

The censorship may prevent us for a 
period, but only for a period, from learn- 
ing the true views of Capital and Labour, 
and of the whole body of the Italian 
nation, upon the largest, the most formid- 
able, and the most daring legislative ex- 
periment ever made in a highly civilised 
European State. Friends of Italy, what- 
ever their general views, will regard it 
with concern, for were it to fail, its failure 
must almost certainly entail consequences 
too terrible to contemplate. 


JAPANESE CRISIS.

CONFIDENCE RETURNING. 
The Times Tokio Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday :—The banks have been 
authorised to continue foreign exchange 
business, as foreign trade must be financed. 
The clearing houses re-open to-morrow. 
The question of extending the moratorium 
to Japanese dependencies is causing some 
difficulty. A decision was expected last 
evening, but was postponed pendiny 
further investigation. It is reported that 
the Deputy-Governor of Korea has already 

announced a moratorium. 

Tokio postal deposits on Friday 
amounted to 14,377,000 yen (£1,437,700), 
twenty-six times the normal daily average. 
Bankers report that confidence is return- 
ing, as the real position is becoming 
understood. The Government 
closed the banks and proclaimed a 
moratorium because it was imperative to 
gain time. 


MORATORIUM EXTENDED. 


TOKIO, Saturday. 

The Cabinet has decided to extend the 
moratorium to all the Colonies, except 
Formosa, from to-morrow. 

MUTUAL ASSISTANCE. 
Sunday. 

A member of the Clearing House of 
the banks of Tokio made a statement to- 
day, in which he declared that it had 
been agreed to co-operate in every way 
possible to render mutual assistance. 

The Bank of Japan has also issued 
a statement to the effect that it intends 
to extend help to all banks, including 
those which have had no transactions 
with it.

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THE SWALLOW AND 
CUCKOO. 


DATES OF THEIR 
ARRIVAL. 


APRIL A FAVOURED 
MONTH. 


From a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
with the delightful weather conditions 
that have prevailed during the past 


.week the migratory birds have, of course, 


been pouring in countless numbers into 
our country, and we need not doubt that, 
if only we had a large enough army of 
observers strategically posted over Ireland, 
it would already be possible to chronicle 
the arrival of about half the total number 
of species that come to this island for the 
purpose of rearing their young. 
It has, however, to be remembered that, 
out of the full list of these species (some 
thirty in number) at least ten either 
come to us in such extremely small 
numbers or confine themselves so ex- 
clusively to a few choice localities as to 
afford as little chance of seeing their 
return to their spring quarters at all 
punctually noticed; while others, being 
mountain, or sea-haunting, birds, may, 
though pretty widely distributed, often 
enjoy the privilege of solitude to an extent 
not beneficial to science. 
Perhaps, about fifteen species make up 
the number that the average observer 
living among tolerably varied, but inland, 
country surroundings may count on seeing 
or hearing within a short period of the 
date of their arrival, if he keeps his eyes 
and ears on the qui vive during the latter 
half of March, the whole of April, and 
the first half of May. Of these the first 
to be announced is almost invariably the 
chiff-chaff, whose welcome “ song ” is so 
easily heard and recognised, generally not 
long after (but seldom before) St. Patrick’s 
Day. 

THE CHIFF-CHAFF. 

In point of fact, the chiff-chaff is gener- 
ally preceded by the wheatear, which, with 
its white rump, is so conspicuous a bird on 
the wing that we can only explain its not 
being more often reported by its too- 
common choice of little-frequented seashore 
and mountain wastes as places of resort 
on its reaching its native land. With 
some hesitation we include it among the 
fifteen that can be mentioned as making 
up the averagely-situated observer’s list. 
The third of these would be the sand- 
martin, also a March arrival, though only 
a very small sprinkling of these birds come 
to us before April. They are generally 
announced by those who see them as 
swallows, but when seen at close quarters 
their mouse-coloured plumage will at once 
distinguish them. The fourth arrival, the 
willow-wren, with its sweet ‘‘ dying fall ”’ 
of a song, comes to us in the first or second 
week of April, and is generally followed 
within a week by the swallow, while the 
last of the swallow family, the howse- 
martin or window-swallow—though, per- 
haps, the most scandalously irregular of 
all our common migrants—may be trusted 
to turn up in some of its haunts during 
the third or fourth week of the same 
month. 

THE CUCKOO, 

Seventh of our fifteen comes the cuckoo, 
whose averaye date of arrival may be set 
down as St. George’s Day (April 23rd); 
while the corncrake (though in some dis- 
tricts, as in the country around Lough 
Erne, keen observers find that this bird 
precedes the cuckoo) is in most parts of 
Ireland a few days behind that bird in 
announcing its presence, and may be set 
down as our number eight, with an average 
date of April 27th. 

The closing days of April are also 
marked by the arrival in most years of the 
common sandpiper (Wordsworth’s “ sand- 
lark’’) and of the grasshopper-warbler, the 
last-named being included in our fifteen, 
because, though more or less local, and 
seldom heard about Dublin, it seems to be 
spreading in Ireland. It might probably 
be found in many spots where its presence 
has hitherto been quite unsuspected, if 
those who patrol the country-side after 
dusk (ignoring summer-time) would listen 
more attentively—especially when they are 
near furze-covered ground—for a whisper 
of that whirring, vibrating, ventriloquial 
music, that so exquisitely recalls the 
description written of it 159 years ago, by 
Gilbert White, at Selborne. 

The next three birds to be mentioned 
(numbers 11, 12 and 13) come in most 
seasons nearly simultaneously, either in 
the last four or five days of April or in 
the opening week of May. The swift is, 
perhaps, generally the first of them, at any 
rate in the immediate neighbourhood of 
Dublin; but the whitethroat and sedge- 
warbler quickly follow—oftener, however, 
in the first week of May than in April, 
unless in our southernmost counties. Our 
fourteenth bird is the nightjar. 

Summer-time puts serious difficulty in 
the way of hearing that grand bird’s voice 
in any of its haunts within reach of 
Dublin. It comes in the first ten or twelve 
days of May, and the only common visitor 
that is then left to follow it is the garden- 
loving spotted flycatcher, which may not 
be with us till the middle of the month. 
We must not, however. cease to look out 
for migrants even when the spotted fly- 
catcher is with us; for there is no part of 
Ireland which may not, in fortunate 
season, be favoured with visits from that 
once common bird, the quail, whose 
arrival, announced by his musical triple 
whistle, more often takes place in the 
latter half of May than earlier in the 
month. - Im our south-eastern corner, 
County Wexford, the whistle of the quail 
is now to be heard nearly every summer, 

SOME DATES. 
In the following table of thirty species 
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that come to us with some degree of | 
regularity, and with an apparent purpose 
of breeding with us, the range of usual 
dates of arrival is given with as near an |. 
approach to accuracy as the writer can | 
master—partly from his own observations 
and partly from books. Extreme dates, 
whether early or late, are omitted, and 
those given are, for each bird, the dates 
within which its arrival is more or less

One or two reasons may be adduced why 
Industrial shares should benefit from the era | 
of cheaper money which appears to have now 
set in. The fact that investors will in future 
be content with a smaller yield than was 
lately forthcoming is not a very convincing 
reason to apply to this particular group; for 
Industrial shares are not usually bought for 
the sake of the return they afford. More im- 
portant is the likelihood that cheaper money 
will stimulate a revival in trade, and thus 
swell the profits of trading companies. 
Another factor is that the cost of contangoing 
shares will in future be cheaper. Yet another 
reason is that the reduction in the Bank rate 
should be regarded as the removal of the 
danger signal hoisted in December, 1925, when 
the rate was raised to 5 per cent., and thus 
tend to create or restore confidence in the 
outlook generally. Because of these reasons 
we are likely to see a stronger market in the 
future in the leading Industrial shares, with, 
probably, a higher level of prices in those 
directions where there has of late been most 
depression, notably Iron, Coal and Steel 
issues and Shipbuilding descriptions. But the 
leading shares, such as ‘“‘ Bats,” ‘‘ Imps,” 
Courtaulds, Dunlop Rubber and Gramophones, 
will not be neglected. One possible danger 
is that prices may be carried to a level which 
is scarcely warranted by the known merits of 
the case. Perhaps, however, the speculating 
public can be trusted to discover when that 


point has been reached. 


RUBBER SHARES, 

For a considerable time past Rubber shares 
have been the “Cinderella” of the Stock 
Exchange. Prices do not give way to any 
extent, but the market is almost painfully 
idle. Very largely this is because the big 
people do not, for the time being, “‘ see their 
way.” Operators assert that for weeks or 
months past the trust companies have been 
doing comparatively little in this section, and 
it is largely the absence of activity on their 
party that accounts for the general idleness. 
This attitude would seem to be justified by 
the difficulty of gauging the position. The 
company reports now being published scarcely 
give a clue; for while in some cases increased 
profits and higher dividends are announced, 
in others—and these probably represent the 


| majority—the boards have to announce a re- 
| duction in profits and a cut in dividends. 


Unless there should be a substantial recovery 
soon in the commodity, it is expected that 
future annual reports will not be very en- 
couraging, but to what extent this has been 
discounted it would be difficult to say. 


A POSSIBILITY.

OIL SHARES, 

In the market for Oil shares the conditions 
are rather similar to those which operate in 
the Rubber share section.

How long this condition will last it 
is impossible to’ say. Some people conten? 
that oil shares are never likely to be popular 
again with the public, and that ever since 
what is described as the Mexican Eagle 
débácle the market has been largely left to 
professional operators. One result has been 
such price manipulations as those associated 
with British Controlled shares, in which, 
fortunately, the general public is not much 
interested All this can be granted, but those 
who have faith in the market ar that the 
use of oil ínel is as yet almost in its infancy— 
that as time goes on the demand for it will 
extend very greatly, and consequently pro- 
ducing companies will obtain bigger profits.

On 
November 19 last year it was announced that 
the Anglo-American Corporation of South 
Africa had purchased 50,000 shares at par, 
with an option till April this year on a 
further 556,000 shares at par. It was further 
stated that Mr. Carl Davis, the Corporation’s 
technical director, had been sent to Queens- 
land to investigate the position. On October 
29 the shares were quoted at 16s. . 6d. 
Between that date and the date. of 
the announcemént they rose to 23s.. 6d.. 
After the announcement thé value of the 
shares rose steadily. By January ól 
the price had reached 35s. 6d., and on 
March 7 the highest point was touched of 
42s. 3d. By that time speculators and the 
market had become convinced that the Anglo- 
American Corporation intended to exercise its 
option. Early in April it was announced that 
the option had been extended to May 2 By 
April 13 the shares had reacted to 30s. There 
was a recovery to 34s. after Easter, but on 
April 20 there was a sharp fall to 26s. ód. 
On the following day the announcement was 
made that the Anglo-American Corporation 
had decided te abandon the option on the 
£50,000 shares owing to advices received from 
Mr. Carl Davis. The market quotation of the 
shares promptly fell to 17s. 6d., but re- 
covered to 21s. 3d. on the suggestion that 
other groups would step in and bid for the 
abandoned option. These are the facts. The 
dates speak for themselves, and comment is 
needless. The story is one which has its 
moral for those who are tempted to dabble in 
mining speculations without the mecessary 
knowledge or cash to see them through all 
possibilities. 


THE BANK OF FRANCE GOLD. 
Elaborate arrangements are being made for 
the return of the £18,350,000 in gold bullion 
from the Bank of England to the. Bank of 
France. It weighs over 18 French tons. Its 
transference will be a‘delicate operation. The 
money will be placed in little wooden boxes, 
bound round with iron bands, and stamped 
with the seals of the French and London 
banks. Officials of both banks will check the 
amounts placed in the boxes, several 
thousands of which will be necessary. They 
will be taken to an English port by strong 
guards, and will then be handed over to re- 
presentatives of the Bank of France. 


BRITISH GUIANA LOANS. i 

The unsatisfactory report of the Commission 
on the finances of British Guiana has had a 
distinctly depressing effect on the 6s p.¢. 
sterling loan of the Colony issued in May, 
1922, of which £1,000,000 is outstanding. This 
loan, which is not a trustee security, fell 
sharply from 1034 to 100. The 4 p.c. and 
3 p.c. inscribed stocks, which are available 
for investment by trustees, but with only 
£194,500 and £250,000 respectively outstahd- 
ing, are very restricted markets, are quoted : 
4 p.c.’s 924, 3 pe.’s 75. It is the small 
amount of these issues that secured their ad- 
mission to the Colonial trustee list (says the 
Investors’ Chronicle). There is no likelihood 
of any future British Guiana loan being given 
the status of a trustee stock ‘until the Consti- 
tution is altered so as to give the Government 
absolute power to provide for the service of 
its loans. The reform of British Guiana 
finance is, however, well within that country’s 
powers, and, in view of the severity of the 
2 agp passed on the system, seems inevit- 
able. 


NITRATE SALES. 

According to the Valparaiso correspondent 
of the Anglo-South American Bank, further 
sales of nitrate of soda have been reported by 
the Producers’ Association during the past 
fortnight, an amount of 56,418 metric quintals 
having been disposed of for delivery during 
the current nitrate year (July, 1926-June, 
1927).Total sales of the fertiliser to date are 
now 11,084,421 metric quintals. In addition 
to the above, 22,000 tons is reported to have 
been disposed of locally for June-December 
shipment under the free selling arrangements, 


ONTARIO’S GOLD PRODUCTION, 

A report just issued by the Government of 
Ontario, Canada, shows that the gold mines 
of Ontario produced 1,497,216 ounces of gold 
during 1926, which is a record for the pro- 
vince. This is an increase of almost a millicn 
ounces over the figures of ten years ago, the 
production in 1916 having been 497,833 ounces.

“RECORD” BEATEN IN IRISH ROAD 
CLUB ‘‘ TWENTY-FIVE.” 


The feature of the twenty-five miles’ 7 han- 
dicap, with which the Southern centre of the Irish 
Road Club opened their season on Saturday . last, 
was the fine ride done by J. J. Bennett, one of 
the scratchmen in the race. He covered the dis- 
tance if 71 mifts. 9 secs., beating the Irish “ re- 
cord” time that had stood to the credit of E. T. 
Galway for some Les. 

The race was held over an out and home course 
en the Naas road, and the improved surface of 
that highway must be regarded as partly re- 
sponsible for the good time; but it should be 
pointed out that the course was a hillier one than 
that on the Navan road over which the old “' re- 
cord” was made. Bennett ran into twelfth place on 
the handicap, which was won hy one of the long- 
mark men, T. Conroy (10 mins.), who did a very 
creditable performance by covering the distance in 
25 seconds less than twenty miles “an honr.

INTERESTING LEGAL POINT 
RAISED. 

When Michael Magee was charged at Manor- 
hamilton District Court with the alleged theft 
of twenty sovereigns from Francis Green, Mr. 
O'Flynn, solicitor, defending, raised an iu- 
teresting legal point as to the taking. of de- 
positions. The defendant had been arrested 
and brought before a Peace Commissioner, 
who took the deposition of Green, and re- 
manded Magee to the District Court. In the 
meantime Francis Green died. 

When the case was called at the District 
Court, Mr. O'Flynn said that there was a 
legal difficulty. Under Section 88, Sub-Sec- 
tian 3, of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, the 
powers of a Peace Commissioner were dis 
tinctly stated, and the taking of depositions 
was not mentioned in the section quoted. A 
Peace Commissioner could only remand. 

District Justice Flattery said that the in- 
tention of the section was fo give Peace Com- 
missioners the same powers as the old magis- 
trates. He was ot tne.opimor that Peace 
Commissioners could take them. 

Mr. O'Flynn said that if the Courts of 
Justice Act gave such power it would be men- 
tioned in the Act. 

The case was adjourned for a month.
